Burning of Seybold Tavern Destroys Another 
Relic of the Old State Road 


Route Across Western Missouri Was Serving Pioneers os Eorly as 1822, and 
Later Was Associated With the Mormon Migration and the Gold Rush of 
1949 — Buffalo Bound for London Were Led Down It In 1847. 


The author of this article is Le­ 
one Ford Ross of Excelsior Springs 
Mo, Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Harvey Ford owned the old 
Seybold tavern, on a hilltop 
miles south of Excelsior Springs, 
and were making it their home 
when it burned, January 10. 


Long before the coming ot the 
white man, a trail had been beaten 
out across the future siate of Mis­ 
souri by the hoofs of Indian ponies 
and buffalo. By the year 1822, 
this trail had become the State 
.road, and it was ditched and grad­ 
ed, and the stream s were bridged. 
It extended from Daniel Boone’s 
Salt Lick (now Boonville) to Chou­ 
teau's 
Landing 
at 
the 
present 
site of Kansas City. 
The Missouri River crossing was 


made at Jack’s Ferry (now Lex­ 
ington1. 
| 
The road was both the stage and 
maii route for many years. A let­ 
ter sent from Richmond, in Ray 
County, to Clay County Courthouse 
(Liberty), reached its destination 
more quickly than it does today, 
because it went directly. By an 
other year the road was complet- 
1 ed from Boone’s Lick to St. Louis. 
Tavern Built in 1822. 
In the summer of 1822 Louis Sey­ 
bold opened a 12 - room tavern 
south of present Excelsior Springs 
to be an overnight stop for stage 
, coach passengers on the trail. It 
| was the largest tavern in Western 
Missouri and was built of walnut 
logs, hand hewn from the 110 acres 
he had purchased from the gov­ 
ernm ent for $2.50 an acre. The 


stones m his big fireplace were 
held together by a white plaster 
made by burning limestone rocks 
to a coarse powder, which was 
mixed with water. 
1 
The Seybold tavern had been 
purchased, with its acreage in 1870 
by m y grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Wesley Ford. They covered 
the lpg walls, both inside and out 
wth walnut wood and laid walnut 
and oak flooring over the split 
logs, which the Seybolds used for 
floors. Twelve inch walnut base­ 
boards were installed through the 
! house, and two hand carved wal- 
| nut staircases replaced the origin- 
1 al ones. 
My parents Mr. and Mrs. John 
Harvey Ford, inherited the pro­ 
perty fifty years ago and were 
{living there when it burned. They 


lost many valuable antiques, includ­ 
ing a rosewood melodeon, 103 years 
old; a cherry rope bed and dress­ 
er, which came to ’missouri in 1830, 
a walnut gateleg table made in 
1825, and my Grandmother Ford’s 
walnut bed, dresser and w a s h 
stand. 
Louis 
Seybold’s fireplace 
still stands, and after the fire, I 
1 found in it the handwrought iron 
shovel he brought from Virginia 
in his covered wagon, in 1820. 
Link With Ft. Leavenworth 
In 1827 E’t. 
Leavenworth was 
built, and Clay County farm ers be­ 
gan selling their produce there. A 
branch road, connecting with the 
state road just west of Liberty, 
was laid out. It led to Pottowato- 
: mie Prairie, as the flats across the 
river east of Leavenworth were 
called. 
Since 
the 
future 
Platte 
County was yet Indian territory, a 
large number of Kaw, Sac, and 
Fox, and Pottawatomie tribes were 
encamped there. 
Each fall these Indians would 
use the state road to go to their 
hunting grounds, near the present 
site of Carrollton, Mo. The braves 
would 
ride 
ponies 
while 
their 
squaws walked, many carrying pa­ 


pooses on their backs. Before the 
Liberty courthouse was built court 
sessions were held out doors in 
summer, under the large white oak 
trees on the square. Often the Pot- 
towatomie Indians would attend 
these sessions and in order to see 
better, would sit m the trees and 
look down on the queer goings on 
of the white man. 
In 1829, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
Jackson Craven built a log house 
in Ray County some eight miles 
irom 
Seybold’s. It is today, the 
home of Mrs. Alice Craven. Henry 
Craven, who lived in the house 
eighty - five years, was once asked 
to describe the most tragic sight 
he had ever seen on the state road. 
He said it was on a hot summer 
day, before the Civil War, fifty 
Negro men and women, handcuffed 
and 
with 
ropes 
about

necks, went by on the way to Cam 
den, Mo., to be sold down south to 
cotton planters. A white man with 
a black snake whip rode behimd 
them on horseback. 
Mormons Traveled it* 
In 1833 the Mormons used the 
trail when they were driven from 
Missouri. Some of them fell ill of a

fever, probably typhoid, at Sey­ 
bold’s, and a woman and baby 
died. They were buried beside the 
road some 500 yards from 
the

and 
their 
graves

marked by large flat stones, placed 
lengthwise. These are yet visible 
in the underbrush. This part of 
the road is still called “the Mor­ 
mon trail.” 
During the summer of 1847 a ship 
ment of buffalo, reputedly die first 
ever to be made from the North 
American continent, left Liberty 
Landing for a 200 in London. Chas. 
Cooper Shelton, left Platte County 
with 100 of the animals and lost 
only five head on the way. They 
had become domesticated from be- { 
ing with herds of cattle, and were ; 
led down the state road by two bell 
cows. 
Some time ago Frank King, for­ 
mer Excelsior Springs man who is 
Associated Press correspondent in 
London, went to the zoo there to 
see if any descendants of the form­ 
er herd su/vive. He found several 
of them. 
Used by the *49ers. 
During gold rush days the state 
road was used by ’49ers arriving 
from eastern states to join wagon 
trains at Westport and Independen­ 
ce. Seybold tavern, with its well of 
cold, iron water, became a depot 
for these people. They traveled in 
every 
possible 
conveyance 
and 
at night the road in front of the 
house would be choked with ox­ 
carts and covered wagons. 
In 1850 Jenny Lind spent a night 
at Seybold’s, on her way to Ft. Lea­ 
venworth to sing for the soldiers. 
A crowd of Clay County people 
gathered and she sang to them 
from the top of the front stoop. One 
of her songs was the new tune 
“Annie Lisle.” Today this is going 
strong at football time, all over 
the land; it is the Cornell univer­ 
sity song. 
In many Missouri counties the 
State Road has been obliterated, 
but in Clay County, 17 miles of 
it is still intact. It extends from 
iVfe miles southeast of Excelsior 
Springs to Liberty by way of No. 
10 highway. 
Some fifty years ago three miles j 
of the trail in western Ray Coun­ 
ty was rettirned to pastureland. To­ 
day the ruts made by the oxcarts 
are plainly visible on the hillsides 
of these farms. 
But the Seybold tavern was a 
more definite reminder of the State 
road and the pioneer travelers 
served by it. Now that the tavern is 
gone, only one of the old stage­ 
coach stops along the road re­ 
mains, the Arrow Rock tavern. It 
| was built in 1830, eight years after 
t Seybold’s.

Wc regret to see the Arkansas 
Supreme Court k’ll thi law which 
ha." been protecting motorists from 
the distressing r'ght of acres of 
a ltomobiles bones. 
These motor graveyards are blots 
on the landscape. Some of 'he 
cleanest cities m the nation are 
approached only by ways that pass 
the torn and tw.sted remains of 
hundreds oi automobiles. To speak 
ot these deposits of refuse as “junk 
yards ’ is as nice a name as can 
be found for ths nuisance. 
In Arkansas a truly outstanding 
attempt to clean up the front 
yards of the cities was made in 
1955, It required the junking of dis- 
* ai ded automobiles and trucks to 
be done at least a half mile from 
a paved highway. The penalty was 
a $100 - a - day fine. 
But a fine m Batesville Municipal 
Court was appealed. The Supreme 
Court justices agreed unanimously 
that it was unconstitutional. It was 
an unreasonable restriction on the 
use of privae property. The opin­ 
ion seems to require ar. opportunity 
for protection of present locations 
of this business, if operators keep 
it out of sight. We assume that 
means high board fences, some of 
which are only a slight improve­ 
ment after several years of neglect­ 
ed repairs. 
It is too bad the language of the 
law is unconstitutional. The pur­ 
pose is good 
We hope the oeople of Arkansas 
who pushed through this law will 
carry on with a rewritten law that 
will stand up in court and be copied 
by some other states.

Integration on Two Fronts • 
As any Southerner is likely to tell 
his righteous Northern critics, the 
problems of racial discrimination 
belong to all sections of the United 
States. Segregation merely takes 
different forms in different sec­ 
tions, calling for differing solu­ 
tions. 
Public school segregation exists 
in the North as well as in the 
South. In the South it had been 
legally protected — prior to 1954 i 
by the United S t a t e s Supreme 
Court itself, and since 1954 by 
myriad state laws and rulings. 
In the North, school segregation 
1* for the most part a residential 
problem: schools become virtually 
all - Negro or all - white simply 
cause the residential patterns work 
out that way (though some school 
district have been “gerry - man-, 
dered" in the North 
to create 
••white" and "Negro" schools). 
It is generally admitted by inte­ 
gration! *ts that in the South the 
realization of equality of education­ 
al opportunity through the disman­ 
tling of the dual system of educa- 
tion is not likely to be attained un­ 
til all Negroes eligible under the 
Constitution and. who wish to, are 
allowed to register and vote. 
In the North, it is becoming clear ( 
that until certain residential bar­ 
riers are broken, true school inte­ 
gration will not be realized. The 
white Northerner is free to aspire 
to whatever type of housing in 
whatever urban or suburban dis­ 
trict he can afford. Despite auti 
discrimination laws m many states, 
this same choice is not open to 
Negroes generally. 
And the white Northerner must 
now begin to reahie that his own 
personal 
attitude 
is 
important. 
Sooner or later he is likely to be 
faced with the opportunity to ac­ 
cept a Negro neighbor 
He may find the challenge easier 
or harder to meet than he expect­ 
ed. but the rising level of Negro 
education and standards in making 
the test less difficult. 
If he has not oreviously done so, 
he will have to examine his mo­ 
tives and take action. What will 
his reaction be?

Featherbedding I* In 
Many Places 
In calling attention to the evils 
of featherbedding, the Appeal nev­ 
er intended to imply that all fire­ 
men should be released from duty, 
or that there was no longer anv 
use for any of them It did intend 
to say. and it still does intend to 
say. that wherever there are men, 
on the railroad or in any other in­ 
dustry, whose jobs have been tak­ 
en over by improved machines, 
there is no longer anv reason for 
keeping them on the payroll. Every' 
industry has some of that sort of 
thing — as in the printing business, 
where in some shops men are kept 
on the payroll to set advertisement 
even though thev have come to 
the plant in plate form ready to 
print. After setting such advertise­ 
ments. they are thrown awav and 
the plate is used. In our particular 
industry there are hundreds, pos­ 
sibly thousands, of printing plants, 
lhat are crying for printers, but 
can’t hire them because of such 
practices, and because in some 
other shop*, notablv in color work, 
men who do nothing are forced on 
the pavroll. This is one reason for 
the shortage of printers — you 
can’t hire a man to work when he 
can draw a good «alary for not 
working. Featherbedding wherever 
we find ft in union or non - union 
circles, if a wasteful practice and 
should t5 eliminated.

two-hour. 
10-minute 
session 
between Thant and 
the 
bearded Cuban leader made no 
headway 
Tuesday. 
informants 
said. Castro reportedly stuck to 
such demands as abandonment by 
the United States of its Guantan­ 
amo naval base in southeastern 
Cuba. 
The United States already has 
rejected Castro’s demands, made 
last weekend. He also demanded 
lifting of all economic measures 
against his regime and guaran­ 
tees against hit-run raids and in­ 
vasion preparations. 
Despite 
the 
reported 
lack 
of 
progress, a spokesman for Thant 
called the meeting “ very useful.” 
A communique issuea afterward 
said “Cuba fixed her position and 
viewpoints with clarity.” which in­ 
formants said meant Castro was 
unyieleing »n his demands. 
President OsvaWo Dorticos took 
part in the meeting. 
The U .S.' naval blockade 
re­ 
mained in suspension as Thant 
and Castro prepared for their sec­ 
ond session. Thant asked that *he 
blockade of offensive arm s ship­ 
ments to Cuba be lifted before 
he began his Havana discussidhs.

AS IT IS TODAY 
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Missouri is in good shape finan­ 
cially. Charles Trigg, comptroller 
and budget director, told the Ki- 
wanis Club Tuesday night when he 
appeared as guest speaker. 
Mr. Trigg’s talk dealt entirely 
with the 
cost of operating the 
state’s various agencies. He said 
the legislature for the current bi-1 
ennium appropriated two billion. 
260 million dollars — a billion more 
than was appropriated for such 
purposes 20 years ago. 
He pointed out that Missouri has 
grown and as it grew its services 
and cost of giving them have in­ 
creased tremendously. Cost of gov­ 
ernment and income go up togeth­ 
er, he said. 
Speaking about per capital in­ 
come. he declared Missouri is not 
a poor state by any means. The 
average per capita income last 
year was $2,319 as compared with 
the national average per capita in­ 
come of $2,150. 
During the past 20 years, he said, 
the population of the state has in­ 
creased 14 per cent and is predict­ 
ed to increase eight per cent in 
the next 10 years. 
In population 12 per cent of the 
state’s people are 
in 
the 
aged 
group and 10 per cent in the school 
age group — the two most unpro­ 
ductive groups in the state but 
which must be taken care of, he 
said. 
Where is 
the 
money 
coming 
from? From taxes and in spite of 
the fam iliar “ gripe” about taxes. 
Missouri, he declared, is really a 
low’ tax rate state. In Missouri the 
average citizen pays $68.20 as com­ 
pared with the national average 
of $90. 
Mr. Trigg had high praise for 
the manner in which the state’s 
finances have been handled and 
disbursed and said there is a con­ 
stant study being made as to how 
tax collections may be simplified 
so the state can have a more ef­ 
ficient collection to meet its ever 
growing obligations. 
He closed hip remarks with a 
sketch of how the state income is 
allocated and disbursed.

Altogether, his talk indicated, al­ 


though he did not say so. that 
W'th the state s obligaions increas­ 
ing it will be necessary to get 
more every year because the de­ 
mand for service increases every 
year. 
He expects the governor’s bud­ 
get will be “out” by the end of 
December and. he said, “it won’t 
please everybody.”

There’s no reason for arfyone not to be highly optimistic 
about the future of this great country. It would be a won­ 
derful thing if everyone would adopt the attitude of the 
losing football coach, who stoutly insists that things will get 
better. 


The sum of $1 trillion sounds pretty staggering even to 
a nation where $1 billion has been a well-worn phase for 
three decades. But people who talk about the country’s 
housing needs are starting to kick the new figure around. 
Walter Reuther, A-F.L.-C.I.O. vice president, used the $1 
trillion total the other day in roughing out the housing 
cost picture for the next 20 years or more. 
He said he was borrowing the figures from the National 
Council on Good Cities, but he seemed quite happy to make 
it his own. 
Soon after that, a New York builder and re-development 
pioneer named James H. Scheuer tossed out the $1 trillion 
sum as an overall estimate of U.S. urban housing invest­ 
ment for the next 23 years. He took note that this outlay 
would equal what we have spent on housing and commun­ 
ity development in our entire history up to now. 
Reuther. of course, is accustomed to sketching fancy cas­ 
tles in the air. But when realistic builders talk the same 
way. that’s another story. 
As a matter of fact, the established projections of the con­ 
servative National Association of Home Builders make the 
figure of $1 trillion in housing and community facility ex­ 
pense by 1980-85 seem thoroughly plausible. 
We have about 60 million dwelling units in the United 
States today. NAHB thinks we should be building no less 
than 1.6 million new units every year just to keep up with 
the forming of new families and retirement of dilapidated 
housing. 
Cast that figure ahead 20-odd years, check the actual 
cost of housing and related construction in a year of com­ 
parable output, and you wind up with a total within hailing 
distance of $1 trillion. 
Actually, in the last couple of years we have been falling 
a few hundred thousand units short of the builders’ sug­ 
gested minimum. But they and other housing specialists 
say this obviously just magnifies the future need. 
Builder Scheuer, who likes to take the hard look ahead, 
says we Americans should be thinking about much more 
than the fabulous cost of tomorrow’s housing. We should 
be worrying about the space it will consume. 
He guesses that in the nearly 200 standard metropolitan 
sectors in this country—those places having at least 50,000 
people in their central cores—the built-up areas will be 
doubled by 1985. 
The fanciful dollar costs of our urban growth are stun­ 
ning indeed. The reckless devouring of our rich reseijve of 
larp could add another incalculable charge if we do not act 
tc prevtnt it.

It is just possible that Russia’s 
breaking of the informal ban on 
nuclear tests last year, followed up 
by America’s current series of 
tests in the Pacific and in Nevada, 
may result in some good. 
While the tests have enabled both 
sides to come closer to perfecting 
weapons that were already capable 
of 
obliterating 
continents, 
and 
while Russia may hold yet another 
series this year> the result may be 
greater confidence and trust be­ 
tween East and West, rather than 
heightened likelihood of war. 
One of the stumbling 
blocks 
that stalled the long running Ge­ 
neva talks on disarmament was 
the question of on site inspection 
of suspected underground nuclear 
tests. It has now been found that 
such tests can be monitored re­ 
motely better than had been be­ 
lieved. 
The new experience gained from 
the recent tests, plus the develop­ 
ment of new instruments and tech­ 
niques, indicates, at least tentative­ 
ly that both sides may be able to 
get their way. 
If the West can be reasonably 
certain that any underground tests 
inside Russia can be detected by 
instruments outside the Soviet Un­ 
ion, the Kremlin’s charge that in­ 
spection is merely a cloak for Wes­ 
tern espionage will become mean­ 
ingless. 
Agreement on an uninspected 
test ban could then be urged by 
the West and recalcitrance on the 
part of the Communists would be 
exceedingly embarrassing to them 
in view of their highly publicized 
desire for such agreement. 
Unfortunately, the Communists 
have not been afraid to ignore 
world opinion when tbhey saw fit. 
Indeed, the relatively mild out 
cry against their breaking of the 
ban last year gave them no reason 
to fear it in the future. Thus, a 
formal nuclear treaty is far from a 
sure thing. 
There has been much talk about 
using nuclear explosions for min­ 
ing, harbor 
building, etc. It 1s 
hopeful to think that the first peace­ 
ful explosive use of nuclear energy 
may have already have been made 
— that the tests in Novaya Zemlya 
and Nevada may have blasted away 
the impasse preventing East West 
accord.

Though known as a believer in national 
strength, he has ben an apologist for the Pres­ 
ident’s deplorable performance in International 
affairs, particularly in Cuba. 
Though known as a sound money man when 
he was in Missouri, he has voted 100 per cent 
for every inflationary pork barrel scheme that 
the misty-eyed spenders in the White House 
could dream up. 
Though no patsy for the unions when he was 
in Missouri and. contraryw ise, as one who sup­ 
ported m any strong m easures opposed by them, 
he has a 100 per cent AFL-CIO voting record in 
Washington.

Burning of Seybold Tavern Destroys Another 
Relic of the Old State Road 


Route Across Western Missouri Was Serving Pioneers os Early as 1822, and 
Later Was Associated With the Mormon Migration and the Gold Rush of 
1949 — Buffalo Bound for London Were Led Down It In 1847. 


The author of this article is )*>- 
one Ford Ross of Excelsior Springs 
Mo. Her parents. M r. and Mrs. 
John Harvey Ford owned the old 
Seybold tavern, on a hilltop IVfe 
miles south of Excelsior Springs, 
and were making it their home 
when it burned, January 10. 
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Long before the coming of the 
white man. a trail had been beaten 
out across the future state of M is­ 
souri by the hoofs of Indian ponies 
and 
buffalo. 
By the year 1822. 
this trail had become the State 
,road. and it was ditched and grad­ 
ed. and the streams were bridged. 
It extended from Daniel Boone’s 
Salt Lick (now Boonville) to Chou­ 
teau's 
Landing 
at 
the 
present 
site of Kansas City. 
The Missouri River crossing was 


made at Ja ck ’s Ferry (now Lex­ 
ington 1. 
The road was both the stage and 
mail route for many years. A let­ 
ter sent from Richmond, in Ray 
County, to Clay County Courthouse 
(Liberty), reached its destination 
more quickly than it does today, 
because it went directly. By an 
other year the road was complet­ 
ed from Boone’s Lick to St. Louis. 
Tavern Built in 1822. 
In the summer of 1822 Louis Sey­ 
bold opened a 12 - room tavern 
south of present Excelsior Springs 
to be an overnight stop for stage 
coach passengers on the trail. It 
was the largest tavern in Western 
Missouri and was built of walnut 
logs, hand hewn from the 110 acres 
he had purchased from the gov­ 
ernment for $2 50 an acre 
The 


stones in his big fireplace were 
held t ^gethe*- by a white plaster 
made by burning limestone rocks 
to a coarse powder, which was 
mixed with water. 
The Seybold tavern 
had 
been 
purchased, with its acreage in 1870 
by my grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Wesley Ford. They covered 
the lpg walls, both inside and out 
wth walnut wood and laid walnut 
and oak flooring over the split 
logs, which the Seybolds used for 
floors. Twelve inch walnut base­ 
boards were installed through the 
house, and two hand carved wai- 
; nut staircases replaced the origin- 
! al ones.

lost many valuable antiques, includ­ 
ing a rosewood melodeon, 103 years 
old; a cherry rope bed and dress­ 
er, which came to 'missouri in 1830, 
a walnut gateleg table made in 
1825, and my Grandmother Ford’s 
walnut bed, dresser and w a s h 
stand.

still stands, and after the fire, 1 
found in it the handwrought iron 
shovel he brought from Virginia 
in his covered wagon, in 1820.

gan selling their produce there. A 
branch road, connecting with the 
state road just west of Liberty, 
was laid out. It led to Pottowato- 
mie Prairie, as the flats across the 
river east of 
Leavenworth were 
called.

County was yet Indian territory, a 
large number of Kaw, Sac, and 
Fox. and Pottawatomie tribes; were 
encamped there. 
Each fall these Indians would 
use the state road to go to their 
hunting grounds, near the present 
site of Carrollton, Mo.

pooses on their backs. Before the 
Liberty courthouse was built court 
sessions were held out doors

In 1829, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
Jackson Craven built a log house

It is today, the 
home of Mrs. Alice Craven. Henry 
Craven, who lived in the house 
eighty - five years, was once asked 
to describe the most uugic sight 
he had ever seen on the state road.

During gold rush days the state 
road was used by ’49ers arriving 
from eastern states to join wagon 
trains at Westport and Independen­ 
ce. Seybold tavern, with its well of 
cold, iron water, became a depot 
for these people. They traveled in 
every 
possible 
conveyance 
and 
at night the road in front of the 
house would be choked with ox­ 
carts and covered wagons. 
In 1850 Jenny Lind spent a night 
i at Seybold’s, on her way to Ft. Lea­ 
venworth to sing for the soldiers. 
! A crowd of Clay County people 
gathered and she sang to them 
i from the top of the front stoop. One 
of her songs was the new tune 
"Annie Lisle.” Today this is going 
strong at football time, all over 
the land; it is the Cornell univer­ 
sity song. 
In many Missouri counties the 
State Road has been obliterated, 
but in Clay County, 17 miles of 
it is still intact. It extends from 
1S6 miles southeast of Excelsior 
Springs to Liberty by way of No. 
10 highway. 


Some fifty years ago three miles 
of the trail in western Ray Coun­ 
ty was rettirned to pastureland. To­ 
day the ruts made by the oxcarts 
are plainly visible on the hillsides 
of these farms. 


But the Seybold tavern was a 
more definite reminder of the State 
road 
and 
the 
pioneer 
travelers 
served by it. Now’ that the tavern is 
gone, only one of the old stage­ 
coach stops along the road re­ 
mains, the Arrow Rock tavern. It 
j was built in 1830, eight years after 
Seybold’s.

Integration on Taro Fronts ■ 
Ar any Southerner is likely to tell 
his righteous Northern critics, the 
problems of racial discrimination 
belong to all sections of the United 
States. Segregation merely takes 
different forms in different sec­ 
tions, calling for differing solu­ 
tions. 
Public school segregation exists 
in the North as well as in the 
South. In the South it had been 
legally protected — prior to 1954 
by the United S t a t e s Supreme 
Court itself, and since 1954 by 
m yriad state laws and rulings. 
In the North, school segregation 
Is for the most p an a residential 
problem: school* become virtually 
all - Negro or all - white simply 
cause the residential patterns work 
out that way < though some school 
district have been “ gerry - man-^ 
dered’* in 
the North 
to create 
' white'* and “Negro” schools!. 
It is generally admitted by inte- 
gratiom*ts that in the- South the 
realisation of equality of education­ 
al opportunity through the disman­ 
tling of the dual system of educa­ 
tion is not likely te be attained un­ 
til all Negroes eligible under the 
Constitution and. who wish to, are 
allowed to register and vote. 
In the North, it is becoming clear 
that until certain residential bar­ 
riers are broken, true school inte­ 
gration will not be realized. The 
white Northerner is free to aspire 
So whatever type of housing in 
whatever urban or suburban dis­ 
trict he can afford. Despite auti 
djscrimination laws in many states, 
this same choice is not open to 
Negroes generally. 
And the white Northerner must 
now begin to realise that his own 
personal 
attitude 
is 
important. 
Sooner or later he is likely to be 
faced with the opportunity to ac­ 
cept a Negro neighbor 
He may find the challenge easier 
or harder to. meet than he expect­ 
ed. but the rising level of Negro 
education and standards in making 
the test less difficult.
